Masis Paiouian is Bensalem 
townships flag-waving crusader 
who has a penchant for writing 
“crank” letters to public officials.

On the truck 
were painted his sentiments. 
The ordinance would have re­ 
quired persons moving into and 
out of Bensalem to have a permit.

Clean Heaters 


Local fire prevention and 
protection officials met yes- 
t e r d a y in Middletown 
Township to discuss means 
of forestalling any repeti­ 
tion of the recent fires 
which halve originated in 
the 
heating systems 
of 
some Levittown homes. 


In addition to representatives of 
Bristol, 
Falls 
and 
Middletown 
Townships, those taking part in 
the meeting were Bucks County 
Fire Marshal Fred K. Hibbs, Wil­ 
liam H. Connors, Meenan OM Co 
service manager, and H. S. Mc- 
Kam and Frank McGready of 
the General Products Co., manu­ 
facturer of the chimneys instal 
led in the homes where the fires 
have occurred. 
Normal Maintenance 
The group concluded that th e 
cause of the fires can be over 
come through normal mainten­ 
ance practices, which apparently 
are not being followed by many 
homeowners. 


The fires seem to result from 
the accumulation of soot in the 
flue, 
which 
causes 
combus 
tion within the flue pipe. This in 
turn overheats the pipe, trans­ 
mitting the fire to the surrounding 
structure of the home. 


Measures to minimize the soot 
accumulation and periodic flue 
clean-out were agreed to be the 
proper maintenance program. 


Residents of Levittown homes 
have therefore been urged to car­ 
ry out the following program: 
Proper Precautions 
1. Homeowners should h a v e 
their heater service companies 
adjust the burner unit mice a 
year for efficiency, and this 
will cut down Hie soot. 


2. Have the flue pipe clean­ 
ed from the top down to the 
boiler once a year. The offi­ 
cials said few homeowners are 
doing this. 


3. Various circumstances may 
be blocking the air intake of 
the burner. If the burner is not 
operating with the right mix­ 
ture (rf fuel and air, excessive 
soot will result. 
It was recommended that auto­ 
matic clothes dryers not be vent­ 
ed near the burner air intake, 
since a lint accumulation can take 
place at the burner air intake. 
Dryers should be vented to the 
outside whenever possible. 
The mouth of the air intake 
should be dusted or vacuumed 
every three months. This w i l l 
require moving some appliances 
in many cases. 
Can Block Air Supply 
Appliances such as washers or 
dryers should not be closer than 
three inches from the intake lou­ 
vers, since the walls of the ap­ 
pliance cabinets can block the 
supply of air to the burner. 
The officials emphasized that 
there is no particular cause for 
alarm if homeowners follow these 
rules. Residents who fail to fbi 
low these practices may be risk 
ing their own lives and prop­ 
erties. they said. 
Hibbs said there have been 
five or six (rf the chimney fires 
in Levittown during the past three 
years. 
He said the officials will con­ 
tinue to study the problem.

verdict "a victory for our coun­ 
try and flag, which has never 
been beaten.” 
The Bucks Police Chiefs Asso­ 
ciation donated the fine money 
to Riempp and, rn protest. Riempp 
gave $60.70 of his own money to 
the needy. 
Riempp has been smarting about 
the verdict ever since. At the 
time of the trial he tried to have 
Palouian committed to the Nor­ 
ristown State Hospital for psychia­ 
tric examination. 
Palouian, on the basis of the 
verdict, never got to make the 
trip. However, he was treated 
twice in 1960 at the Philadelphia 
General 
Hospital’s 
psychiatric 
ward after being arrested in Phil­ 
adelphia for carrying two guns in 
his belt. 
To this day, Riempp contends 
that the jury verdict did nothing 
but enhance Palouian’s stature in 
his own eyes, causing him to seek 
more publicity. 
Following the Dial, Palouian in­ 
tended to bring a libel suit against 
the police chief. None of the testi­ 
mony was recorded at the trial. 
Offers Reward 
In an attempt to bring testimony 
against the chief, Palouian stood 
all day with a flag in front of the 
Bucks County Courthouse. He had 
signs with him offering a reward 
to whoever could deliver the notes 
of trial testimony. 
Riempp claims that Palouian 
was the instigator (rf the now fam­ 
ous Casey Turnpike case. 
Palouian was on hand with his 
customary Stars and Stripes when 
Mrs. Frank Casey was arrested 
by State Police on Memorial Day, 
1959, for trespassing on the Penn­ 
sylvania Turnpike. The turnpike 
cut a swath through the Casey 
property in Bensalem Township. 
The Caseys, along with Palou­ 
ian, objected to the state’s action 
in constructing a superhighway 
through the Casey property. They 
claimed that there was no way 
to get from one part of the proper­ 
ty to the other except by walking 
across the turnpike. 
He’* A Welder 
Palouian, a short stocky man 
of Armenian descent, is a welder 
by trade. 
He has lived for many years at 
the Trevose address, but recently 
has been wintering with his wife 
and two children in Northeast 
Philadelphia. 
He often appears at the weld­ 
ing shop in Trevose on weekends. 
He also owns a trailer and is 
erecting another building on the 
three-acre property there. 
According to Riempp, thousands 
of handbills were found in Pal- 
ouian’s trailer office during a re­ 
cent search. 
$25,000 Reward 
One handbill offers a $25,000 re­ 
ward for the arrest of Riempp 
himself. 
Another offers “A $3,000 award 
. . . to any lawyer or person who 
can lead to the arrest or convic­ 
tion of any magistrate or police of- 
ficial who is responsible for an­ 
noying Masis Palouian.” 
Palouian is noted for posting no­ 
tices of this sort or sending simi­ 
lar handbills to public officials. 
During bb first encounter with 
Riempp, the short, curly-haired 
crusader had this not ce painted 
(Hi his truck; 
“My truck is like Admiral Hal­ 
sey's fleet: It’s in mothballs until 
the next invasion. I’ll keep the 
flags, and some day I’ll write a 
history about them and give them 
to some deserving organization.” 
Palouian is a ham radio opera­ 
tor and keeps his sending and re­ 
ceiving apparatus at his Trevose 
property. 
Found on the premises yester 
day were numerous catalogues on 
firearms and radio equipment. 
Also on the Palouian property 
was an American flag stuck in 
the ground in front of Palouian’s 
trailer. 
Strung around a portion of the 
property was a wire about neck 
high. 
“ It must be some sort (rf booby 
trap,” Riempp said.

Riempp said that handwriting 
experts are now studying the let­ 
ters to determine whether they 
came from Palouian. 
Riempp said that be suggested 
to the two that they canvass the 
hardware stores in the Trevose- 
Feasterville area because that 
was where 
Palouian lived 
at 
4344 Old Lincoln Highway. 
At the bearing today, the prose­ 
cutor, Assistant District Attorney 
Benjamin Paul, asked Magistrate 
Clark to have Palouian undergo 
psychiatric tests at Philadelphia 
General Hospital but Palouian 
waved his arms and shouted: 
“That kind of frame has been 
pulled on me twice before. The 
cops will do anything just to get 
me there.

Palouian’s wife, Barbara, dark 
haired and attractive, stood be­ 
side her husband and told the 
court, “My husband couldn’t do 
what he’s charged with. I’ve been 
married to him for eight years 
and though sometimes he does get 
carried away with his posters 
about freedom, he wouldn’t hurt 
a fly. He’s a very gentle man — 
I should know.”
